FOR  THE  YEAR  1947. 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 
LADIES  & GENTLEMEN, 

I beg  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1947,' 


Population  - The  official  figures  given  are  26,060, 
deducting  2,409  (the  number  of  patients  in  the  West  Riding  Mental 
Hospital  at  Menston)  we  get  23,651  for  the  district,  89  more  than 
the  previous  year. 


Birth-rate  ---There  were  548  live  births  - 294  boys  and 
254  girls,  of  whom  16  were  illegitimate.  • This  gives  a live* 
birth-rate  of  21.0  per  thousand  of  the  population  against  18,5 
in  1946.  The— aggregate  rate  for  Urban  Districts  in  the  West 

Riding  was  21.6.  There  were  13  still  births,  4 boys  and 
9 girls  equal  to  a rate  of  .50  per  thousand. of  the  population. 


Death-rate  - The  deaths • registered' numbered  292,  131  males 
and  161  females,  giving  a death-rate  of  12.3  per  thousand  of  the 
population  against  11.8  for  the  previous  yeari  '•  The  aggregate 
rate  for  Urban  Districts  in  the  County  was  12.7. 


Infant  death-rate  - There  were  18  deaths  in  infants 
under  a year  old  - 9 'boys  and  9 girls,  giving  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  33.0  per  thousand  live  births  against  42.0 
for  1946.  The  rate  for  the  County  was  45. 


V,.-  . 
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Representation  was  again  nade  to  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  for  the  provision  of  adequate  maternity 
and  child  welfare  services  for  the  District  by  the 
provision  of  a Maternity  Home.  Representatives  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council  inspected 
Nunroyd  House,  with  regard  to  the  suitability  of  those 
premises,  but  their  ultimate  suggestion  was  for  the 
provision  of  extra  beds  at  the  Otley  County  Hospital, 


Representation  was  also  made  to  the  County  Council 
for  a Public  Welfare  Home  in  this  area.  The  Clerk  of 
the  County  Council  replied  that  the  County  Public  Health 
and  Welfare  Committee  would  consider  this  matter,  and 
the  decision  of  that  Committee  would  be  communicated  in 
due  course. 


The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  the  District 
was  particularly  low  during  the  year.  Further  details 
are  set  out  in  the  appropriate  portion  of  the  report. 


In  addition  to  this  year's  statistics,  I have  added 
charts  to  show  the  comparison  of  vital  statistics  since  the 
inception  of  the  Aireborough  Urban  District,

Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my 
eleventh  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1947, 


The  report  is  again  kept  to  a' minimum, 
but  detailed  charts  are  given  to  show  the  vital  factors  which 
are  necessary  for  comparison  in  the . district , 


The  cost  of  refuse  collection  for  1947 
showed  a decrease  over  the  previous  year,  but  this  was  due  to 
no  large  amount 'of  capital  expenditure  being  made  on  plant,  etc 
during  the  year. 


The  question  of  refuse  disposal  will  have 
to  receive  the  earnest  consideration  of  the  Council  during  the 
next  twelve  months , 


The  amount  of  salvage  sold  was  £74  less 
than  the  previous  year,  but  the  amount  of  paper  reclaimed  was 
161  tons  against  159  tons  for  the  last  year. 


The  question  of  atmospheric  pollution 
has  received  a percentage  of  publicity,  and  this  must  be 
maintained,  both  in  schools  and  in  our  homes,  if  we  are  to 
acquire  a clean  atmosphere. 


If  alternative  means  of  heating  could  be 
provided  at.  a reasonable  cost  to  the  public  I feel  sure  'that 
we  should  have  an  astounding  response  to  the  appeals  for 
smokeless  zones,  

• 
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Recordings  of  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere 
are  taken  for  both  sulphur ' dioxide  and  smoke,  and  also  for 
the  total  deposited  solids.  The  average -deposit  for  the 
four ’months  September  to  December  was  9.46  tons  per  square 
mile. 


The  question  of  re-housing  is  still  a serious 
factor,  as  is  also  the  question  of  obtaining  adequate  repairs 
to  existing  houses  in ’some  of  which  the  fabric  is  beyond 
repair  or  improvement. 


The  Council  receive  their  allocation  of  the 
number  of  houses  which  they  are  allowed  to  erect  in  any 
given  period,  but  the  Ministry  seem  to  have  forgotten  that 
there  are  clearance  areas  which  were  approved  for  demolition 
in  1939  and  which  are  as  yet  inhabited.  In  these  cases 
approval  is  long  overdue  for  sanction  to  erect  houses  for 
their  replacement,  and  these  should  be  an  addition  to  the 
normal  allocations  which  are  required  for  normal  applications, 
viz.  overcrowding  and  people  who  have  never  yet  had  a homo 
of  their  own. 


May  I take  this  opportunity  of 'thanking  you, 

Mr.  Chairman,  and  Members  for  your  kind  co-operation  in  all 
matters  relating  to  my  department,  whilst  I should  like  to 
express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  my  staff  for  their 
loyal  support  during  the  year.

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NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  incidence  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  has 
been  particularly  low  during  the  year  of  1947,  the  largest 
number  of  cases  of  any  particular  disease  being  135  cases 
of  Measles,  of  which  there  was  one  death.  Measles  should 
not  be  treated  by  parents  as  a disease  that  every  child 
should  acquire.  We  are  well  aware  that  the  control  of 
prevention  of  passing  infection  from  one  child  to  another 
is  difficult,  but  adequate  care  should  be  taken;  also  when 
a child  is  infected,  careful  nursing  should  be  practised# 

Sene  parents  consider  that  Measles  is  a minor  ailment, 
whereas  there  are  more  complications  and  after  effects 
which  are  more  serious  than  those  left  by  many  other  diseases. 

The  next  incidence  was  47  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
there  being  a small  outbreak  at  a boarding  school  in  the 
district  in  the  first  quarter,  but  in  most  cases  they  were 
of  a mild  character. 

Although  there  were  one  or  two  cases  of  observation 
Diphtheria  notified,  these  were  not  positive,  therefore  I am 
glad  to  say  that  1947  gave  a nil  return  for  this  disease, 
the  first  since  the  inception  of  Aircborough,  and  which 
justifies  the  work  which  has  been  done  in  bringing  about  the 
immunisation  of  children  in  the  district.  This  service  is 
free  and  no  parent  should  hesitate  in  seeing  that  every  child 
is  adequately  protected  by  this  simple  method  of  prevention. 

There  were  seven  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  during  the 
year,  which  coincided  with  the  outbreak  which 'was  prevalent 
throughout  the  country.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Again,  we  had  no  notification  of  any  cases  of  Puerperal 
Sepsis,  therefore  our  return  is  nil,  and  neither  had  wo  any 
deaths  from  any  other  maternal  causes. 

There  were  only  16  -notifications  of  Tuberculosis  for  the 
District  proper,  against  26  for  the  previous  year.  Of  the  16 
cases  notified,  11  were  pulmonary  cases.

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FOOD  INSPECTION 


The  sampling  of  food  and  drugs  is  carried  out  in  this 
District  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  and  their 
Inspectors  are  stationed  at  Harrogate. 

There  are  18  private  Slaughterhouses  in  the  District 
but  these  are  only  used  for  the  slaughtering  of  Pigs  with 
Food  Office  permits.  The  present  meat  allocation  is 
slaughtered  at  the  Otley  abattoir.  Assistance  is  given  for 
the  inspection  of  meat  at  that  abattoir  when  requested.

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HOUSING 


During  the  year  1947,  the  second  year  in  the 
erection  of  houses  for  this  District,  there  were  113 
houses  completed,  11  of  these  were  by  private 
enterprise  - 6 for  Guiseley  and  5 for  Yeadon  - against 
21  houses  erected  the  previous  year.  The  Council 
completed  102  houses,  60  at  Rawdon,  on  the  Springfield 
Estate,  and  42  on  the  Haw  Estate  at  Yeadon,  these 
being  part  of  50  B.IiS.F.  permanent  houses  to  be 
erected  on  this  site.  The  Council  completed  68 
houses  the  previous  year,  of  which  50  were  temporary 
aluminium  bungalows  and  18  permanent  houses  at 
Springfield. 


Inspection  of  the  existing  accommodation  of  all 
prospective  tenants  for  Council  houses  is  carried  out 
in  conjunction  with  the  Housing  Manager,  and  by  this 
co-operation  a constant  check  is  kept  on  the  housing 
conditions  of  the  District,  both  in "regard  to  over- 
crowding and  bad  housing  conditions.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


During  the  year  ending  1947,  3,259  loads  of  refuse  were 
collected.  An  8-day  collection  of  refuse  is  given  throughout 
the  District,  and  we  also  carry  out  refuse  collection  in  a snail 
portion  of  the  Bradford  City  area  and  charge  that  city  with  the 
cost  thereof.  The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping, 
land  having  been  re- claimed  at  Leeds  Road,  Rawdon,  Yorkgate,  and 
Hawksworth  Lane,  and  at  present  land  is ‘being  re-clained  in 
conjunction  with  the  Haw  Housing  Estate. 

Salvage  was  comnenced  by  the  Council  in  April,  1940,  and 
to  31st  March,  1948,  2,545  tons  of  material  have  been  salvaged 
and  sold  for  £12,089.  A statistical  chart  is  appended. 

The  salvaged  material  is  that  which  is  collected  from 
refuse  only,  and  does  not  include  such  things  as  ashes  from 
Electricity  Works,  sewage  sludge  and  other  materials  manufactured 
at  Sewage  Works.  These  figures  are  salvage  within  the  true 
meaning  thereof  and  not  inflated  by  the  inclusion  of  materials 
from  other  Departments. 

The  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  for  the  year 
ending  31st  March,  1948,  was  £208  per  thousand  population, 

£674.87  per  thousand  houses.  These  costs  show  a considerable 
decrease  over  the  previous  year,  but  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
during  the  year  1346/7  a new  refuse  vehicle  was  purchased  at  a 
cost  of  nearly  £900  out  of  Revenue. 

The  Committee  have  already  indented  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  that  thejr  propose  to  instal  a modern  refuse  separation 
and  disposal  plant,  including  a modern  transport  depot  for  the 
Department . 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  Council  received  the  necessary  sanction  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  to  proceed  with  the  erection  of  Public 
Conveniences  for  both  sexes  at  Oxford  Road,  Guiseley,  and  at 
New  Scarborough,  Yeadon.

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FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 


Sixty-one  visits  have  been  made  to  Factories  and 
Workshops  in  the  District,  and  improvements  are  being  carried 
out  for  more  adequate  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing 
facilities,  at  Messrs.  J.J.L.  & C.  Peate,  Ltd.,  las.  Ives  Ltd., 
at  both  Leafield  and  Manor  Mills,  Murgatroyds,  Ltd.,  Davidson 
& Spillings,  'Ltd. , Rayner  & Cleary  Ltd.,  Zodiac  Ltd.,  and 
D.  Wood  & Co. 

In  many  cases  in  the  District  new  Canteens  are  being 
made  with  adequate  kitchen  arrangements  for  providing  cooked  meals 


SANITARY  ACC  OMMODATI ON 


On  taking  over  the  Authorities  in  1937,  there  existed 
in  the  District  15  privies  with  open 'middens , 18  pail  closets, 
and  288  privies  with  covered  middens.  Since  that  date  264 
of  these  privies  have  been  re-constructed  as  w,cTs  and  5 of 
the  waste  water  closets  have  also  been  converted,  whilst  86 
additional  w.c*s  were  provided  for  old  properties,  and  the 
number  of  new  w,cTs  provided  for  new  houses  was  1,523.  This 
leaves  in  the  entire  district  only  39  privies  and  18  pail 
closets.  Some  of  these  are  in  areas  where  the  property  is 
already  condemned  and  is  due  for  demolition,  8 are  waiting 
for  the  necessary  work  to  be  carried  out,  and  the  remainder 
are  connected  with  outlying  properties  where  there  is  neither 
a sewer  nor  septic  tanks  to  deal  with  same. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


New  sewers  were  laid  for  the  proposed  new  Council  House 
Estate  at  the  Haw,  Yeadon,  but  no  further  improvements  were 
made  in  the  District. 

The  village  of  Hawksworth  still  requires  sewering. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  District  of  Aireborough  is  provided  with  two 
public  water  supplies,  viz.  the  Guiseley  undertaking  which 
is  owned  by  the  Airehorough  Urban  District  Council,  and 
which  provides  the  parish  of  C-uiseley,  and  the  Yeadon 
Waterworks  Company,  which  is  a private ‘Company,  and  which 
supplies  the  remainder  of  the  District. 

Samples  of  water  are  regularly  taken  for 
bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  of  the  supplies 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  Department.  The  supply 
provided  by  C-uiseley  is  chiefly  borehole  water  and 
therefore  is  inclined  to  be  hard.  The  water  gathered 
by  the  Yeadon  Waterworks  Company  is  moorland  water  and 
therefore  soft,  and  a constant  check  is  kept  on  this 
supply,  in  the  Council's  Laboratory  by  the  installation 
of  an  electrically-operated  pH  Recorder,  as  also  is  the 
water  pressure  in  the  mains  by  a recording  pressure  gauge. 

The  Yeadon  Waterworks  have  connected  their  new 
Carlton  borehole  supply  to  the  Haw  area  of  Yeadon,  so  as  to 
supplement  this  supply  when  the  Reva  supply  is  getting  low. 

We  have  received  complaints  from  the  residents  in  this  area 
that  when  the  Carlton  supply  is  turned  on  there  is  hardness 
of  the  water,  but  the  water  is  not  excessively  hard.  However, 
the  Company  have  applied  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
permission  to  instal  a water  softening  plant. 

The  approximate  number  of  houses  not  on  a public 
water  supply  in  the  District  is  92,  but  the  majority  of  these 
have  a piped  supply  from  private  sources. 

A sample  of  water  was  taken  at  the  Guiseley 
Station  belonging  to  the  London,  Midland  & Scottish 
Railway  Company,  which  supply  was  unsatisfactory,  due  to 
being  obtained  from  the  trade  supply.  The  Company  had 
a new  service  laid  to  the  domestic  supply  mains. 
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ATMOSPHERI C POLLUTI ON 


The  following  table  contains  observations  of  Rainfall, 
total  deposited  Solid  natter  (sub-divided  into  Soluble  and 
Insoluble  Deposits),  Smoke  and  Sulphur  Dioxide,  The  rainfall 
is  expressed  in  inches,  and  total  solids  in  tons  per  square 
mile,  whilst  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  are  expressed  in 
milligrams  per  100  cubic  metres,  as  it  has  been  estimated  that 
these  units  are  most  nearly  in  the  same  relation  to  the  weight 
of  coal  burned  In  tons  per  square  mile.

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RATS  AND  MICE 


Two  hundred  and  forty-four  visits  have  been  made  for 
the  elimination  of  rodents  in  the  district,  and  baiting  has 
been  carried  out  where  necessary.  As  previously  reported,  we 
are  not  infested  with  rats  in  the  sewers  proper;  a percentage 
check  bait  was  taken  over  the  District  and  the  result  was  nil, 
except  in  six  cases  when  the  drains  leading  to  sewer  manholes 
were  baited  connected  to  infested  property.  The  absence  of 
vermin  is  due  to  the  fall  in  the  sewers  of  the  District  and  the 
constant  flushing  of  same,  thereby  making  it  impossible  for 
rats  to  exist  therein.
